A TremeiKloiiH Demonstrntlon. 
The admlraJ'f cruiser at 2:25 p. m. 
was oppoaMd ^ f^waftty-ninth street. 
Then there waa a tremendous demon- 
stration. Cannons roared, the people 
yelled and flags and handkerchief? 
were waved from the streets and hun- 
dreds of roofs and windows. There

From all 
these people nnd thuiisands in the park 
eame shouts of welcome and cheers foi 
the admiral as tbe Olympla passed by. 

Thrt seen 9 was Inspiring all along 
Mount Tom, wliich used to be the site 
U aa old tort, had 7,uoo or s.uuu per- 
lonacn It It was one of the best points 
tl«w of M^e riverside park. The riv- 
irside drive was lined on both sldss 
with unbral{pn strings of carriages. 
The grand stands were filled and the 
:heering continued from the time the 
dlympla hove in sight until she was 
iway up the river. 

The Olym'pla rounded the stakeboat 
St St. Mary's off One Hundred and 
Iwenty-flfth street at 2:30 p. m. amid 
deafening sounds of cannon and 
ebeers from the largest crowd ever 
gathered In this city. 

Tbe parade was one hour and IS 
nlnutes passing Fulton stieet. The 
ressels moved at about eight knots an 
hour.

The scene waa a glorious one as the 
juu's rays glistened 00 tbe white sl4e 
of tbe big vessels. The weatbar could 
not have been more beautiful. 

Admiral Dewey made bis appearance 
an tha Olympla shortly after 8 a. m. in 
undress uniform. Quite a number of 
vessels of various kinds were already 
lying beside the flagship, and he re- 
ceived a warm greeting. All of the 
yachts st the anchorage grounds were 
decorated with flags and bunting, 
ready for the parade. 

The big steamer Sandy Hook, carry- 
ing the mayor and the committee 
which was selected to visit the Olym- 
pla and formally welcome Admiral 
Dewey, add with upwajrds of 1,00^ dis- 
tinguished guests and ofielala on 
board, steamed away from tbe city's 
pier at the battery shortly after 10 
a. m. to make a vlsH to the Olympla 
and aUrt tha hav* parade^ 

The Sandy Hook reached the Olym- 
pla at 10:40 a. m. The Olympla'i 
launch put off to the Sandy Hook, but 
the mayor could not get on board, tbe 
deck being too high. The police patrol 
boat saw the trouble tbe mayor was in 
and she steamed up alongside the 
Sandy Hook. The mayor then stepped 
aboard the patrol from which he 
boarded the launch. The mayor as- 
cended the ladder and stepped aboard 
the Olympla 's deck at precisely 11a. m. 
The visit on the Olympla waa short 

Then tbe barge was called alongside 
again and Admiral Dewey led the 
mayor down the gangway and boarded 
the barge with him. The barge took 
its passeiigers to the patrol, trans- 
shipped them to tbe Sandy Hook. 

The band on tha Sandy Hook struck 
up "Bee, the Conquering Hero Comes" 
as the patrol approached. 

Tin- admiral's visit to the Sandy 
Hook was a lengthy one. As soon aa 



he boarded the steamer he waa taken 
in hand liy the .sppclal committee of 
the reception committee and taken aft 
where be held a reception. All the 
mayor's guests, tbe visiting governors 
and others were introduced to him. 
The admiral shook hands with every- 
body and said a word b^re and there 
when he reeognliad aa aM acquaint- 
ance. 

It was about 11:80 a. m. when he 

boarded the Sandy Hook and It was 
quite an hour later when the sides of 
tbe Olympla were naaaed to greet him 
on hia return.

ftBEA TEXOIT MEHT 

Caused by Cotton Fluctuations— New 
Orleans Kxrhange Suspends. 
N«w Orlesas, Sept. 29.— Intense ex- 
ciftement prevalla on the cotton ex- 
change hei« and the directors of the 
exchange have nuet and sufpended 
business. The New York market la 
closed end the only markets were 
from Liverpool. The market bad 
l»rcely opened when the operators 
li>ecame paralyzed by the advlces that 
elicited from over the ocean. It showed 
futures jumping In leaps and bounds. 
In half an hour the reports showed 
that the Liverpool market had Jumped 
neiirly a cent The whole ezctaaage 
went wild and the excitement spread- 
ing to the streets, multitudes crowded 
around the doors of the building. At 
10 a. m. a meetlag of the dlraetora waa 
calle-1 and prompt action was taken 
BUFpending all businees. Operators 
are unaltle to explain the tremendous 
jump and the common belief on tbe 
floor la that the wires have been ta.p- 
ped and that a glgaptlc swlndUng 
game Is afoot somewhere. 

A news bureau claims that the trou- 
ble was caused by a misunderstanding 
SB to the manner of aalng the move- 
ment. 

While the telegraph wires were 

bringing the news of the advances at 
Liverpool, private cables to prominent 
local cotton firms were l)€arlng the 
news that there bad been little or no 
change In the Liverpool market This 
at once aroused the suspicions of the 
operators and caused the hasty meet- 
ing of the directors. 

The action of the directors in order- 
ing a suspension of business cheeked a 
panic, but it only temporarily allayed 
the excitement and there Is suppress- 
ed anxiety to know the solution of the 
pussle. During the 30 years of Its ex- 
letenee this is the flrat time that the 
New Orleans cotton exchange has been 
forced to order a suspension of all bus- 
IncsB.

Tha wreck 
occurre<l at ShanKliai Island eight 
fiys ago. The steam»r Monterey took 
uff nine steerage passengers and 46 of 
the crew and 66 ateerage passengers 
were left Those drowiied ware lira. 
Robertson, wife of the manager of the 
Sunlight Soap company of Montreal; 
Misd Robertson, her <1 . , > r; Mrs. 
Chiids, wife of the manager of the 
"Sign of the Orosa" company; who 
were on board; Miss Street of 
Montreal and two unknown; Mrs. 
Dickson of Windsor, Ont., wife of 
a former editor of <the Toronto Globe; 
Miss R. Weaver, Mrs. TWbott, Mrs. 
Skelton and an Infant of Mrs. Robert- 
son, all of Montreal. The people who 
were left on the Island are now on 
their way to Liverpool and the others 
will arrive at Raaotuki hy ttmm» 
Germanlca. 

The Scotsman struck at 2:30 Friday 
morning last, and the people on board 
since tbat time have suffered untold 
hardships.

WaibhiftoB, Sept M.-^a state de- 

partment has received a dispatch from 
the United Sutes consul at Puerto Ca- 
belloh Veneiaelat vadar data of tha 
13th Instant, In which he gives a sum- 
mary of the several encounters ba- 
twecB the government asd rthal forcaa 
n that country. 

The first encounter between the 
forces of the rebel general, Cagtro^ 

and ^ose ol tbe Veaesuelan govara- 
It occurred near the city of Saa 

Cbrlstobal, near the Colombian bouhd- 
ary line. The goveruiiieiu forces en- 
gaged consisted of betwc n 400 and 500 
men under the command of Oeoaral 
LepoMo Barria. Tbe rebel force 
was considerably larger, hut the actual 
numbe is not known. 'I'lio rebels de- 
feated the government tioops and cap- 
tured their leader. General Sarrla. 

The aeeood battle waa la flan Ohrl*> 
tobal. The 1,000 troops of the govern- 
ment, commanded by General Pena- 
loKa, engaged 2,(XiO rebel troops, com- 
manded by General Oaatro. eight or 
nine daya, foraltlag In Geaaral Caatro 
withdrawing his men , he having 
learned that General Fernandez was on 
hia way there with abQttt 7^000 m fl U 
of the government 

The third hsttle was before aad la 
the town of Bl Cobre. Report has it 
that the rebels here defeated 1,500 gov- 
erntin lit iroop.s under the <-<)innKin(' of 
General Morales and that the general 
succeeded la wwmg with hat U BM* 
under the ammunHlon train. 

The fourth encounter took place at 
Lumbador mountain where cicneral 
WeldeoMun, with 2,500 government 
troops, tried to stop the march of tha 
rebels, reported to be 2,000 strong. The 
fight is reported to have ended in a 
draw, both sides claiming a victory. 
At any rate. General Castro contin- 
ued his march. 

At the town of Cordero General Cac- 
tro was attacked by nearly 6.000 gov- 
ernment troops under General Fernan- 
dez. Ilia force was then considered to 
be about 3,000 men. \ terrible battle 
was fought reports placing tbe loss o( 
the government at nearly 1,800 klUid 
and woundid. Tliat of the rebels !• 
unknown. Imt it Is thought to be less, 
as their pu>!;iiiii dniing the battel waa 
superior. Again both claim a victory. 
After the battle the rebels marched to 
the tcwn of Tovcr. In this place tha 
rebels fought and ilispersrd. it is said, 
800 government troops under General 
Supllclo Gultei;res and captured arms, 
ammunition and BUppIlea. At Are- 
nales were massed, according to report, 
nearly 3,800 government troops, com- 
manded by Generals Tomg. Aular. 
Guevara and Planes. 

Yet If reports be true, the rebel's 
chief defeated them and captured many 
rifles and much ammunition. In Bar- 
quislnieto General Su irez had about 
1,00U government troops entrenched 
behind strong fortlflcatlOBS, hut th« 
rebel forces did not attack. 

Hemphlll'H Report. 

Washington, Sept. 29.— The navy de- 
partment has received the following 
cablegram from Captain Hemphill, 
commander of the Detroit at Puerto 
Cabello, Venezuela: "Sailed for Cura- 
coa. West I'<dies. I have arranged to 
keep in coumnnlcatloa with conaul. 
Can get back In 10 hours aftar aotlea 
has been received. Rumors ara oar- 
rent that Caetro (the insurgent leader) 
has established a provisional govern- 
ment at Valencia aod that the Veae- 
suelan government Is treating with 
him. The Ven.e2Ut'laii troop.s at Puerto 
Cabello have been reinforced. Affairs 
kMk more aattled. IhielaeM halag rt> 
suzied." 

Deatti uf a Diplumat. 
Washington, Sept 29.— The Colom- 
bian legation has received an official 
cablegram from Bogota announcing 
that General Julio nen^.',iff(>, until re- 
cently the Colombian representative In 
Wa«blngton and one of tbe South 
American diplomatists, has been 
drowoed la the Magdalena river. It is 
believed that a numbei of others wore 
drowned at tbe same time. General 
Rengifto left Waahlagtoa a few montha 
ago to become secretary of the treaa- 
ury of the Colombian cabinet. While 
here he waa prominent in official anl 
social clrclee rnd n>arried an Ameri- 
can girl. Miss Jane Barbour, daughter 
of the late James Barbour of this city. 
N^adame Rengiffo Is now In Washing- 
ton, having expected to Join her hus- 
band at Quito next month.

Ha diacaased in a 
general way the conditions of the coun- 
try under Kepublican and Democratic 
administrations, claiming a great many 
things that were oot true, and attempting 
to hold the Democratic administration 
responsible for the panic of 1893. He 
ridiculed the evils of the troat ayatem, 
defended the conquest of the Philippines 
and upheld the cint'le pild standard. 

ile then turned bis attention to State 
matters and every five minntee digressed 
from other matter.-^ to take a fresh whack 
at the Goebel law. ile grew revolution* 
ary at times in discussing this measnre 
that makes it impossible for Mark Hanna 
to buy Kentucky, and advised bia parti- 
sans to defy the law and "atand by the 
ballot boxes and see their votes coonted 
and drive away every man who tried to 
prevent it." 

This advice, coming from the very 
fountain head of Hannidam in Kentucky, 
shows bow desperate the baffled con- 
spirators are when confronted with a 
law making it impossible to steal elec- 
tions in the future. 

There were no dowers visible except 
the somewhat wilted fldwen of rhetoric.

The whole tenor of his speech was 
coarse, undignified and characterized by 
ignorant and reckless statementi. Tkiy- 
lor is the most conspicuous example of 
a shrewd, audacious demagogue who has 
ever spoken here. 

In the atand be is totally without dig- 
nity of manners. Although there were 
ladies in the audience, be repeatedly 
doubled up his le;; like the blade of a 
jack knife and laid it on the Judge's 
bench in front of him, three feet high 
Once or twice he went further than that 
and placed his foot upon the top of the 
desk, assuming the attitude of a jump- 
ing jack. Again he would lean far over 
the desk in a wallowing position and at- 
tempt to guy the reportenj by tellint; 
them to "write that down, won't you?'' 
and other such ill-bred remarks. In 
some respects Sam Jones might obtain 
pointers from Bill Taylor.

Recently, whilp on a visit at Bedford, 
lod., tbe writer bad an opportunity to 
visit tbe iamoM qtiarrien and atone miUe 
of that tbriviiiK town. If there ever wae 
• locality eapecially rich in natural re- 
Boorcea, it ia the Ngioa about tbia boat- 
linK Hooeier city. 

Bedford, tbe connty eeat of Lawrence, 
is a beautiful plate, and to her Nature 
has been moat kind. Here tbe moet 
maffniflcent apecimena of building and 
monumental stone are found, and huf^e 
blocks weighing many tone are abipped 
to all parte of the world. The various 
branches of this industry alone furnish 
employuent to more than tlve thousand 
men; tbns it may be seen what a veri* 
table bee hive of industry these works 
present It would take columns of space 
to adequately describe the varlona pro- 
ceaaea tbroogh which the atone paaaea 
until it reaches the flniahed product. 
One conld be entertained for hours in 
wa|«bing the great stamping engines, 
the powerful derricks, tbe penetratioK 
drills and other ponderous machinery, 
and it is a eight worth going many miles 
tosea. 

Bedjprd is on a (jiiiet hut steady and 
sulMtantial boom. Indeed, a town with 
an industry requiring such an army- of 
akillrd labor couldn't help ffrowinj?. Of 
tbe many substantial buildings erected 
the past season, all are eompoeed of the 
product of her own qaarries; but for 
streets she is satisfied with br^. A 
block or so was put down 'as an exper- 
iment several years sgo, and so satis- 
factory did it prove, they are now paving 
the principal thoroughfares with this 
material. One notices that the side- 
mJkt are built ehlefly of cut stone slabs, 
even in the suburbs, and we were in- 
formed tbe authorities will permit tbe 
ose of nothing else for this parpoct aow. 

T'^p-to-date in nearly every other par- 
ticular, Bedford's opera house ia not at 
all in keeping with tbe other institu- 
tions of the town. She has telephone, 
electric lifihts, water works and four rail- 
roadst but her theatre is no comparison 
whatever with Maysville's magnificent 
structure. Few placet of double the site 
can boast of an amusement plaoe that 
will equal ours. 

Bedford is the home of that prince of 
good fellows, jolly John Johnson, editor 
and proprietor of the Democrat, who 
married Miss Claire of this place. "John- 
nie," as be is almost universally called, 
is "stuck" on his town, and he seldom 
fails to say something in his paper that 
ia liJtely to promote its ialereets.

London. Sept. 29.— The meeting oi 
Ibe British cabinet on whose delibera- 
lions practically hangs war or peace 
South Africa began at 1 p. m. 

President Kmger's reply sb the last 
note of tbe Imperial govr-rnment has 
DOW beeu received and was tbe pivot 
of the discussion. 

A dispatch from Cape Town la given 
the leading place in the i ttemoon pa 
pers. While It la too brief to give an 
ade<iuate idea of the Transvaal's atti 
tude, the Impression it produced was 
rather favorable than otherwise. The 
crowde began to gather in the vicinity 
of the foreign office as early as 11 a. m 
In the meanwhile dispatches froic 
the cape continue the story of mill 
tary activity in the Transvaal, Natal 
and Capo Colony. 

T»ie FJocr.s are concentrating In thf 
country contiguous to Natal, where the 
Brat outbreak of hostilities is likely tc 
occur. Large contingents of burghers 
are converging from various parts on 
this probable battleHeld. The sxcHe 
ment cootiuuc^ at fever heat. 

Tbe comniandant general has Issued 
a notice caJllag tbe commanders to as' 
oemble at a epeelfled spot on tbe Na- 
tal iKirder. The commanders from 
Krugersdorf whose burghers check 
mated the Jameson raiders will em 
bark on trains for the frontier. There 
is great activity at the w^r office at 
Pretoria. The artillery rrservrs have 
been called out, the arrangements to 
defend the frontier are now complete 
and th( work of equipment la p^rocfed- 
Ing rapidly. The burghers are congre- 
gated In the towns ready to Join the-ir 
commai'ds which, however, have strict 
orders not to approach too near tbe 
frontier and to avoid a collision with 
the British forces. The Boer forces 
are gathering at their ba.ses of action, 
a short distance from tbe border eucb 
as at Harrlsmlth, Volkanist, Vryheld 
and Bremersdorp. 

Telegraphic communication between 
Cape Town and Pretoria has bpcom*; 
strangely delayed during the past cou- 
ple of days. 

A number of young Boers who have 
been studying at Oepe Town bav«. 
started for home. The vollcsraad, in 
secret session, has passed a high trea- 
son bill providing for the cOQflfCatloc 
of tbe property of burghers who re- 
fuse service. A proposal was submit- 
ted to make the confiscation retroact- 
ive, so as to include certain million- 
aires, but it was rejected 

A dispatch from Johannesburg re- 
ports a meeting of the wholesale and 
rptail merchants there to consider the 
stt p.s to be taken for the protection of 
t)i< town. The chairman said he had 
been informed that the government 
did not fnteud to expel the British sub- 
jects In event of war. 

To Form u Uuard. 
A resolution was passed In favor of 

forming a guard composed of mer- 
chants, property owners and others 
and empowering a committee to pro- 
cure funds to carry on the municipal 
government
